In accordance with Chapter 575 Oregon 

Law, Collaborative membership should include representatives from a variety of specific entities. The 

number of members is not set in statute. Currently the Collaborative is missing representatives from health 

care consumers, behavioral health treatment providers, third party administrators and a statewide 

professional association for nurses.

The Collaborative also drafted and presented a memo 

to the Value-based Payment (VBP) Compact Workgroup outlining overarching recommendations for primary 

care VBP and recommendations specific to the continuum of VBP models, attribution, complex care, 

behavioral health integration and care for children and youth.

Updates or changes to Committee’s workplan?  
• In December 2021 Collaborative staff interviewed each member about possible future work of the 

Collaborative. Key opportunities were identified, discussed at the January 2022 meeting and members 

completed a survey to prioritize. The following five topics were prioritized: 1) identify opportunities for 

alignment across payers (including risk adjustment [SDOH in particular], measures); 2) focus on 

developing payment model(s) (a menu or one model) – such as total cost of care and revisiting the 2018 

recommendations; 3) support integration through primary care payment reform, including behavioral 

health, pharmacy and oral health; 4) identify incentives/recommendations the Collaborative could make 

to increase provider and payer adoption of VBP, especially in the commercial market; and 5) continue to 

influence the VBP Compact Workgroup. 

• During the January meeting members volunteered to form a Steering Committee which met in February 

to discuss the results of the survey and the request from the VBP Compact Workgroup to develop a 

primary care VBP model to be integrated into the Workgroup’s strategies to increase VBP 

implementation across the state. The Steering Committee discussed combining priorities two, four and 

five and the challenges and importance of strategy one. The Steering Committee is drafting a workplan 

to present at the April Collaborative meeting.

• Update public health accountability metrics: Synthesize work of the Accountability Metrics Subcommittee 

to update shorter-term public health accountability measures. Identify where long-term change is needed 

to center equity (through June 2022). 

• Update public health modernization funding formula: Identify strengths and limitations based on wider 

use of the local public health authority funding formula and make modifications that support equity 

(through June 2022). 

• Submit statutorily required public health modernization report to Legislative Fiscal Office by June 30. 

• Apply health and racial equity capacity building learnings to PHAB focus for the next year: Review 

discussion and action items from a series of facilitated health and racial equity capacity building 

sessions completed in Fall/Winter 2021-22. Review PHAB charter, bylaws, authorizing statutes; create 

2022 work plan. Incorporated subcommittee members into these sessions to increase capacity and 

engage other voices in feedback and agenda-setting conversations. (through Aug 2022).
